Raméey Criticised. 
I am of the view that this action of 


plaintiff is sufficient to compel the 
Court to deny him the relief which he 
secks lit the absence of proof showing 
that something has transpired since the 
time of such voting of this alocék by 
him, which would indicate that the pur- 
povges of those who will be elected by 
the voting of this stock at the meeting 
Oct, 10, will be different from those of 
the persons elected by the plaintiff.

If 
the court is to conclude that Gould and 
his associate will, if elected directors 
of the Wabash Railroad Co. through 
the voting of the stock and bonds which 
plaintiff seeks to enjoin, act Ulegally and 
to the injury of the plaintiff, it must do 
so selely upon the hypothesis that be- 
ing in control of the Miseouri Pacific 
and the Iron Mountain, they will, if 
they are put in control of the Wabash, 
operate it in combination with these 
other properties. 

Rameecy Net Injured. 

There is no evidence in this case that 
any other course will be pursued tow- 
ards the interests of the Wabash stock. 
holders in the future than that which 
has been pursued under the plaintiff's 
direction, and if that course was unlaw- 
ful and injurious to plaintiff he cannot 
now be heard to complain, for he is 
not in the position of a suitor for 
equitable reliof who comes into court 
innocent and injured.
